Were there not only 
twelve Apostles chosen by 
Christ and only one, Matthias, 
chosen to fill the vacancy creat- 
‘ed by Judas?

The 9th Chapter of the Acts 
‘of the Apostles records the con- 
»version of St. Paul and indicates 
‘the zeal of this new convert- 
Apostle. When Ananias, to 
whom St. Paul was ordered to 
report, in response to his ques- 
tion “Lord, what wilt Thou have 
me to do?”, recalled St. Paul's 
previous hatred for the Chris- 
tian religion, the Lord said to 
Ananias, “Go thy way; for this 
man is to me a vessel of election, 
to carry My Name before the 
Gentiles, and kings and the 
children of Israel. For I will 
show him how great things he 
must suffer for My Name’s sake. 


While St. Paul was not num- 
bered among the twelve men 
chosen by our Divine Saviour, 
yet he is revered as an Apostle 
in the strictest sense of the 
word. In the opening sentence 
of his letter to the Romans, St.

THE HIGHER LIFE. 

Throughout the Season of Lent this year I intend to 
keep before your minds in a most vivid way the appeal of 
the higher life, and I would ask every priest in the United 
States to co-operate with me in directing the attention of 

- children to their vocation. In these chats I shall speak to you 
on the call of the Priesthood, of the Brotherhood, of the 
Sisterhood, of the Catechist movement, ete. It would be 
helpful if the pastors would exchange pulpits with one an- 
other, and’ visit one another’s schools to address the school 
children. Then, on Wednesday of Passion Week I would sug- 
gest that a novena be started in every church and convent 
chapel, and continue until Holy Thursday, which commemo- 
rates the institution of the Priesthood, the call to the apos- 
tolic life. 

It is not in accordance with the ordinary ways of Di- 
vine Providence to make one’s vocation known by a miracle. 
Usually it comes in response to prayer. Our Divine Savior 
instructed the apostles themselves to pray that the Almighty 

‘ might send laborers into His vineyard. 

The worldy spirit is unduly influencing our Catholic 
people, the spirit against which Holy Scripture warns us re- 
peatedly. This world exists for the two-fold purpose of giv- 
ing glory to God and of aiding all who dwell in it to work out 
their eternal salvation. We were created for life eternal, 
which, because it is offered‘as a reward, can be won only by 
rendering God service. The issue is so important that we 
would be foolish if we permitted anything to jeopardize it. 
The generality of people live as though their earthly exis- 
tence were the only life they had to live and hence they try 
to make the most of it. 

The Church, the direct institution of Rimighty God 
Himself, was placed in the world to direct the attention of 
its people to their destiny. It is charged with the obligation 
of teaching the nations, and is possessed of invaluable helps 
towards the sanctification of the individual. But its influence 
will not be what it should be until it is spread more widely 
ever the world, and until more of its members assist it in 
combating the hostile worldly attitude. They must live in ac- 
cordance with their convictions, with their trained con- 
sciences, and not according to standards which they must 
condemn. If our paramount duty in this world is to save 
our soul, then it is certainly surprising that more people do 
not embrace the life which will make their salvation more 
certain and their heavenly merit so much the greater. Since 
Almighty God is so little known by the majority of His crea- 
tures, since He is loved so little while He is deserving of love 
unbounded, then certainly it is surprising that more people 
do not enter the ranks of those who professedly work for the 
spread of the knowledge of God and for the instilling of His 
love into the hearts of impressionable youth. It is surprising 
that more do not get away from the worlds’ wickedness in 
order the better to promote their own growth in the love of 
God. 

These are things certainly worth thinking about during 
Lent; worth meditating on. Will you do it?
